WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.--The new 
whip Wisconsin, one of the most formidable 
fighting vessels ii: the United 
many other navy, has been ordered to pro- 


ceed immediately to San Francisco and 
get ready to go to Panama. 

The Wisconsin, in command 
George C. Reiter, is now at 
Wash., near the Puget Sound naval sta- 
tion. She is one of the most formidable 
fighting machines afloat. Her complement 
is 536 officers and men, including about 76 
marines. 

The order was issued at the urgent re- 
quest of J. Edward Simmons of New York, 
president of the Panama Railroad Co., 
getting forth that the condition of af- 
fairs in the isthmus is serious; that inter- 
ruption of traffic is threatened, and that 
there is need of a warship at Panama as 
well as at Colon. Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy Hackett therefore directed that 
the order be sent to the Wisconsin to come 
down to San Francisco and there await 
further orders. It weuld take her about 
10 days, sailing at top speed, to go from 
San Francisco to Panama, a distance ol 
3100 miles. 

The choosing of a battleship ) 
prospective duty gives a gravity the 
situation more apparent than real. Most 
of the smaller ships on the Pacific are in 
Asiatic waters and the department was 
obliged to choose between unserviceable 
ald wooden ships and fine new battleships. 

The Machias will receive orders at Hamp- 
ton Roads on arrival there regarding the 
service she is to perform on the east side 
of the isthmus. At present her orders 
simply send her to Hampton Roads. 

The position of the United States as to 
maintaining free traffic across the Isthmus 
of Panama was fully defined in 1885, when 
extensive naval operations were carried on 
there. An outbreak somewhat similar to 
the present one occurred early in the year 
and the insurgents captured Panama and 
burned Aspinwall. When traffic became 
effectually blocked the United States 4ae- 
termined to act, and the North Atlantic 
Squadron, under Rear Admiral Jouett, was 
sent to the isthmus. At the same time the 
navy department sent an expeditionary 
force from New York, consisting of 750 sea- 
men and marines, 

Admiral Jouett arrived at the isthmus on 
April 10, and at once landed marines and 
isnued orders to open transit across the 
isthmus. Two armored cars, fitted with 
howitzers, gatling and Hotchkiss guns, 
were sent aver the line to keep the transit 
open across the islimus.

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LONDON, Aug. 9.—A parliamentary pa- 
per has been issued containing the procla- 
mation issued by Lord Kitchener Aug. 7 
in accordance with instructions from the 
imperial government, the governments of 
Cape Colony and Natal concurring. The 
proclamation says: 

“All commandants, field cornets and 
leaders of armed bands, being burghers of 
the late republics and still engaged in re- 
sisting his ‘*majesty’s forces, whether in the 
Orange Colony, the Transvaal or other por- 
tion of his majesty’s South African domin- 
ions, and all members of the late govern- 
ments of the Orange Free State and Trans- 
vaal shall, unless they surrender before 
Sept. 15, be permanently banished from 
South Africa. The cost of the maintenance 
of the families of all burghers in the field 


who have not surrendered by Sept. 15 shal 
he recoverable from such burghers and 
shall be a charge upon their property, re- 
movable and imovable, in the two colonies.’ 

The preliminary correspondence shows 
that the proclamation is based upon sug- 
gestions which. the government of Nata! 
forwarded to Colonial Secretarv Chamber- 
lain July 24 and that the date Sept. 15 was 
recommended by Lord Milner.

“Whereas, it Is just to proceed against 
those still resisting, and especially against 
those persons who, being in a position of 
are responsible for the contin- 
uance of the present state of lawlessness 
and are instigating their fellow-burghers to 
continue their hopeless resistance to his 
majesty’s government.”

Taylor, or Winters, Has Had a Check- 
ered Career, but Recently Has 
Led the Life of a Hermit. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 9.—The police 
are convinced that John Winters, or “Buck’ 
Tayler, as he is sumetimes known, who is 
now in custody, the man who planned 
and executed the robbery of the Selby 
Smelter at Vallejo, stealing $289,000 in gold 
builion. Some think he had no accomplices 
in the job. 

The stolen bullion is thought to be buried 
near Winter's cabin, not far from the 
smelting works, or sunk in the shallow 
Waters of the bay near by.

BRING PEACE 


Rumor of a Plan to Reopen 
Negotiations. 


THE REPORT IS NOT OFFICIAL 


AMALGAMATED MEN DEPEND ON 
THE FEDERATION. 


Through This Source They Hope to 
Obtain the Sinews of War to Carry 
on Their Fight With the 
Steel Trust. 


PITTSBURG, Aug. 9.—It is reported that 
President Gompers of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor has a plan of discussing 
the situation with the steel officials with 
a view to bringing about a settlement of 
the strike, but the story cannot be con- 
€rmed. 


PITTSBURG, Aug. 9.—The steel strike 
situation underwent but little change over 
night. The steel corporation made no at- 
tempt during the night to reopen the Pain- 
ter miil, and the strikers claim that they 
blocked the plan to start the plant by win- 
ning over the nonunion men who had agreed 
to go to work. The mill officials deny that 
there has been any interference with their 


plans, and say that in due time the mill 
will be started up. 

President Shaffer and the officials of the 
Amalgamated Association are still engaged 
On the effort to secure the co-operation of 
the American Federation of Labor. They 
fay they are sure of obtaining it, and that 
their complete success ls thereby assured. 
Neither President Shaffer nor President 
Gompers, nor any of the men engaged in 
conference with them has given any intima- 
tion of their plans, but it is predicted that 
they will make the bold stroke of trans- 
ferring bodily to the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation all members of the Federation of 
Labor who may be affected by the strike. 

In the fron and steel trades are many 
Inen whose labor has not been sufficienfly 
skilled to admit them to membership in 
the Amalgamuted Association. The federa- 
tion has for some time past been organizing 
these men, and it is said there exists an 
“agreement between the Amalgamated As- 
Bociation and the federation that in case 
of trouble they are to be transferred to 
the former. 

If such a plan were carried out it would 
add thousands of men to membership in the 
Amalgamated Association. 

Power of the 

Labor Federation. 

A prominent official of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor gives out the following, 
in reference to the power of the American 
Federation of Labor to assist the iron and 
Biee! workers who are now on strike. 

“There is great misapprehension in the 
public mind regarding the powers of the 
American Federation of Labor to assist its 
affiliated unions when they are on strike. 
At the present time the Amalgamated iron 
and Steel Workers are about to grapple in 
an economic battle with the billion-dollar 
Steel Trust. It is assumed by many that 
the American Federation of Labor, the 

reat central organization of the country, 

as the power to order its other trade 
unions on strike to assist the Amaigamated 
Jron and Steel Workers. This is not the 
case, though the American [Federation of 
Labor has a great deal of power and will 
doubtless exert all that power to help the 
iron and steel workers. 

“In the first place, the constitution of the 
American Federation of Labor guarantees 
to each affiliated trade complete trade au- 
tonomy. 


How Money 
Is Raised. 


“The public, generally, thinks that the 
American Federation of Labor can sup- 


port*its affiliated unions with great finan- 
cial backing. This is not the case, as may 
be seen by article 10, section 1, of its con- 
stitution: ‘The executive council shall 
have power to declare a levy of one cent 
per member per week on all affiliated 
unions for a period not exceedin ten 
weeks in any one year, to assist i the 
support of an affiliated organization en- 
gaged in a protracted strike or lockout.’

“It must not be forgotten, however, that

capital could be safely calculated upon to 
bring forth a generous response, even 
greater than the letter of the law would de- 
mand. 

“President Samuel Gompers of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor is merely an exec- 
utive official. He carries out the wishes of 
the executive council. His only power lies 
in his personal influence with the members 
of the executive council, and the right 
whicn article 6, section 4, of the constitu- 
tion gives him ‘to call meetings of the exec- 
utive council when necessary. ”’

The court records show that the contrary 
was true. The absence of. the wife was 
taken advantage of. The doctor represented 
that he did not Know where his wife was.

Farmer was E. D. Allison, his partner in 
business.

SANTOS-DUMONT’S ACCIDENT. 


The fall of Santos-Dumont’'s balloon and the narrow escape 
of the aeronaut from death will be a theme for scornful criti- 
cism among the old fogies and the I-told-you-so bores. They 
will point to the accident as the final proof of the folly of 
aerial navigation. 

But inventors have had discouragements and dangers from 
the beginning. New machines frequently meet with acci- 
dents. Steamboats and locomotives blow up and bridges fall 
down. Water navigation hag been attended by terrible dis- 
asters. But steam locomotion on land and sea continues and 
has become wonderfully safe. 

Happily, Santos-Dumont is not discouraged. He proposes 
to try again. He has proved that an airship can be propelled 
and directed. He has only to perfect the machinery and 
make his airship strong enough to withstand high winds. 

The accident to the balloOn serves the valuable purpose of 
pointing out the weakness of the balloon airship. This weak- 
ness must be overcome before aerial navigation can become 
practically useful and popular. 

But much has been accomplished and the solution of all 
difficulties is probably at hand.

At the Wind’s Mercy. 
Ta,fhe Editor of the Post-Dispatch 
The accident to the airship of Santos- 


Dumont, described in Thursday’s Post-Dis- 
patch, shows how far we are yet from the 
ossation of the problem of aerial naviga- 

Oa, 

A sudden gust of wind caused this balloon 
to veer violently to one side, almost si- 
multaneously bounding backwards a dis- 
tance of 50 yards. The unwieldy monster 
bag full of gas overhead at once tipped so 
as to bring the steel wires against the 
screw, Which broke them, and the entire 
machine was pitching headlong into the 
Street. The cornice of a_ building fortu- 
nately saved Santos-Dumont from death. 

The instability of this or any form of 
balloon makes navigation of the air with 
such a vessel exceedingly uncertain. Even 
if Santos-Dumont had made the trip 
around the Eiffel tower without accident, 
the next journey might have been dis- 
astrous. The gas bag is tighter than air. 
The- propelling apparatus, aeronaut, etc., 
are heavier. And these are connected with 
wires or ropes. Every time the gas bag is 
struck by an air gust, something is Mable 
to get out of order in the heavy and in- 
tricate machinery below. 

Santos-Dumont's experiments are of very 
great interest, because we are hoping for a 
solution of the problem he is working at. 
But it does not appear that the line he has 
selected is the most practicable.

Origin of the Navy. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
I have read the letter of Mr. William 


aha Love on the origin of the navy. 
Permit me to sav, the old records at Wash- 
ington show there was no rank of commo- 
dore until 1862. The title before that was 
one of courtesy to the ranking captain in 
command of a fieet. In 1775 several men 
were appointed by the individual colonies 
as captains in the navy, each independent 
of the other; but in 1776, when the colonies 
united under the Continental Congress, 
there were nine captains appointed on the 
Bame day, no one of them outranking the 
Other.

This was irregular, and each 
acted on his own hook, like Paddy Ward's 
goat, during the Revolution. 

After the Revolution and when the con- 
Stitution was adopted and the government 
formed, an army and navy were estab- 
lished by Congress, in the latter part of 
which nine captains were appointed to take 
rank according to num@™rs on the list. 
Of these John Barry, a native of Ireland, 
who fought bravely against the British, 
was made No. 1. onsequently he organ- 
ized and commanded the first American 
navy, as the ranking officer, first cap- 
tain, on June 5, 1794. and like Perry, Paul 
Jones, Decatur, McDonough, Barron and 
<n commodore in command by court- 

There was no commodore in actua! rank 
until the grade was created In 1862, though 
all captains commanding a fieet by senior- 
~~ were called commodore. 

n this way the Wexford boy, Jack Bar- 
ry, half Irishman and half Yankee, was 
the father of the American navy. Was 
very first man in this country to get the 
title of comm courtesy.

poison. Boil your vinegar in stone pipkins 
or saucepans lined with earthenware. l'se 
wooden knives and forks in preparing pick- 
les. Fll your jars three-fourths full with 
the article to be pickled. and the remining 
fourth with vinegar. When greening keep 
the pickles covered, as the evaporation of 
the steam injures the color. A very 8ma!! 
bit of alum will give the pickles a proper 
crispness. 


CHILI SAUCE.—One peck of tomatoes, 
three teacupfuls of peppers, one teacupful 
of salt, three tablespoonfuls each of cloves 
and cinnamon, two teaspoonfuls of nut- 
meg, two teaspoonfuls of ginger, three tea- 
cupfuls of sugar and two teacupfuls of on- 
ions. Boil three hours. 

Here is an easy way to make a small 
quantity of Chill sauce. One can tomatoes 
(soup tomatoes will do), one onion, chopped 
fine; ore-half cupful of brown sugar, one- 
half cupful of vinegar. Salt to taste and 
enough cayenne pepper to cover a dime. 


GREEN CUCUMBER PICKLES.—AIlow 
a half-pint of coarse salt to a peck of cu- 
cumbers and make enough brine to cover 
the cucumbers. Pour it on them boiling 
hot. Let stand for a day and drain; repeat 
this twice, using new brine each time, and 
allowing 24 hours to elapse between 
changes. On the fourth day drain off the 
brine, pour on bolling water and let stand 
for another 24 hours. 

As soon as the cucumbers become well 
filled pack them in jars with little bags of 
whole allspice, cloves and cinnamon and 
pieces of horse radish scattered through 
the pickles. Heat enough vinegar to cover 
them well and pour it in. 


EWEET TOMATO PICKLE. — Seven 
ounds ripe tomatoes peeled and sliced, 
hree and a half pounds sugar, one ounce 
cinnamon and mace mixed, one ounce 
cloves, one quart of vinegar. Mix ali to- 
gether and stew an hour. 


PICKLED CAULIFLOWDBR.—Select the 
whitest and closest bunches. Cut into sma!! 
sprays or clusters. P unge into a kettle of 
scalding brine and boil three minutes. Take 
them out, lay upon a sieve or cloth, sprin- 


kle thickly with salt, and when dry brush | 


it off. Cover with cold vinegar for two 
days, setting the jar in the sun. Then pack 
carefully in glass or stone ware jars and 
pour over them scalding vinegar seasoned 
thus: To one gallon allow a cupfu! of white 
sugar, a dozen blades of mace, a tablespoon. 
ful of celery seed, two dozen white pepper 
corns and some bits of red pepper pods, a 
tablespoonful of coriander seed and the 
same of while mustard. Boil five minutes. 
tepeat the scalding once a week for three 
weeks, tie up and set away. Keep the cau- 
liflower under the vinegar, putting a small 
plate on top. 


DEVILED TOMATOES.—Skin and slice 
thickly three solid tomatoes. Sprinkle light- 
ly with one teaspoon salt and frv nice 
brown in two tablespoons of butter. To 
what is left In pan add one-half teaspoon- 
ful dry mustard, half teaspoon salt and 
dash of pepper. Beat lightly the yolk of 
one egg, add slowly one tablespoon Wor- 
cestershire sauce, stir into the other ingre- 
dients, cook and stir until thick; add two 
tablespoons lemon juice and pour over to- 
matoes. 


INDIAN PICKLE.—Take a few of any 
kind of vegetables that are in season— 
cauliflower, cucumber, beet root, young car- 
rots, French beans and white cabbage are 
all sultable for this purpose. Prepare the 
vegetables by cutting away the outer leaves 
of the cauliflower and dividing it into small 
pleces, cut the cabbage into very thin 
shreds, string the beans. skin the onions, 
Slice the beet root, scrape the carrots. 
Make a brine strong enough to float an 
egg; throw the vegetables into it and let 
them boll one minute; drain them and 
dry Aree 4 by shaking them lightly In 4 
soft cloth. Oo every two quarts of vinegar 
add one ounce of whole ein er, one ounce 
of long pepper, one ounce of black pepper 
corns and two cloves of garlic. Boil for 
five minutes. Mix separately with a little 
cold yee in a basin one ounce of tu- 
meric and one ounce of flour mustard, and 
stir this into the vinegar while it is boll- 
ing. Mix the vegetables thoroughly and 
yut_ in an earthenware jar and pour the 
olling vinegar over them, so that they 
are entirely covered. Cover closely and 
Moon in a cool place.

SWEET PICKLED PEACHES AND 
PLUMS.—Aliow three and three-quarter 
pounds of sugar to seven pounds of fruit. 
Put the sugar into the preserving kettle 
with a quart of vinegar and two ounces 
each of clover and a stick of cinnamon. 
Roil them for five minutes after the sugar 
is dissolved. Pare the peaches and stick @ 
clove into each one. Place a few at a time 
in the boiling syrup and cook them until 
they look clear, but are not softened 
enough to fall apart. When all are cooked, 
continue to boil the syrup until it Is re- 
duced nearly: one-half and pour it over the 
peaches. Plums are pickled in the same 
way. The skins may be left on both 
peaches and plums if preferred; in which 
case the down must be brushed off the 
peaches, and the plums must be pricked 
with a fork in several places to prevent 
the skins cracking when placed in the hot 


syrup). 


PICKLED MUSHROOMS.—Choose some 
nice. young button muchrooms; rub off 
the skins with a piece of flannel, and sait 
and cut off the stalks. Put them into a 
stewpan, sprinkle salt over them, with 
pounded mace and pepper—one ounce of 
pepper and two blades of mace to each 
quart of mushrooms. Shake the mush- 
rooms over a clear fire till the liquor flows 
and keep them there till they are dried up 
again. Then add as much vinegar as will 
cover them. Simmer for one minute. Store 
in stone jars. 


TO “GREEN” PICKLBES.—After the 
pickles have lain tn brine for the usual 
length of time, drain them: lay in fresh, 
cold water for 4% hours, and drain again. 
Line a kettle with vine leaves, and la 
the pickles in it in layers, sprinkling esc 
layer lightly with alum. A two-inch bit of 
alum will serve for a kettleful of gherkins., 
Fill the kettle with cold water; cover with 
several thicknesses of grape leaves, and 
put on a close lid. Steam—not botl—over 
A fire for six hours, and throw the 
pickles in cold water: when cold, d 
and proceed as with other pickles.

“Up tn Mavaguez, where T live, there are 
only about a half-dozen civilians except the 
officers and men of the two companies of 
the Eleventh Infantry stationed ther-. 

“Down in San Juan there are many more 
Americans. There are two Americans ‘i 
Porto Rico that I want to say something 
aboyt. One is William H. liunt. who is 
going to succeed Gov. Allen. He has been 
secretary of the island and as such has 
showed his thorough capability for hand- 
ling its affairs. He is very highly regarded 
by the natives. 

‘The other is Bishop Bien. head of the 
Catholic church in the island. Stnee com- 
ing there from America he has wveen «a 
wonderful power for good.

NEW PRODUCT PROMISES MUCH 
FOR DESERT LANDS. 


PHENIX, Ariz., Aug 11.—The develop- 
ment of an industry which will convert 
large tracts of desert lands into profitable 
properties and make the southwestern part 
of the United States a source of date 
supply is promised by experiments being 
made here in culture of the date, a result 
worthy of consideration when it is known 
that the United States imported $61,596.31 
worth of dates last year. That the date- 
palm will ultimately solve the problem of 
what to do with the arid and alkali lands 
of Arizona and other Western iocalities 
there seems little doubt. Experiaents 
made here by the government stations and 
by private growers have demonstrated the 
great possibilities of the industry, but re- 
newed interest is being taken by the sec- 
tion of plant introduction of the depart- 
ment of agriculture. Prof. D. G. Fairchild, 
agricultural explorer for the department, 
now traveling in Africa, has vrocured from 
the delta of the Nile a number of suckers 
or off-shoots of the date palm, which he 
has shipped to the department and which 
will be distributed in the southwestern 

art of the country 
P The date-palm, aithough grown profitably 
only in arid and ‘om arid regions, is not 
in the proper sense of the word, a Setert 
plant. It requires a supply of water at the 
roots, and at the same time it delights in 
a perfectly dry and very hot climate. The 
date-palm is able to stand much more cold 
than the orange tree, but not so much as a 
peach tree. : 

While the culture of the date fruit is new 
the United States, the date-palm has long 
been grown in some localities. In Florida, 
California and Arizona, and restricted areas 
in a few states, it has been grown in the 
open ground for decorative purposes for a 
century or possibly longer. In Florida it 
seldom fruits, and the fruit produced is, 
from an economic standpoint. practically 
worthless. At Altar and Hermosilila, in 
Sonora, the early plantings of the mission 
fathers have been continued to the present 
time, and many seedling dates growing in 
these cities and other places in Sonora are 
now producing a fairly good quality of 
fruit, bunches of which occasionally find 
their way to American cities. 

At Tucson, Ariz., a large date-palm, some 
twenty-five feet in height, is growing on a 
ranch owned by Joaquin Carrillo. This 
date was planted prior to 1866, and is prob- 
ably the oldest date tree growing in Ari- 
zona. At Yuma, however, there are récords 
of seedling dates that have been bearing 
from ten to fifteen years, and it is probable 
that a number of them have fruit for a 
number of seasons longer. Date seeds were 
planted near the territorial prison at Yuma 
by persons employed by that institution 
during the Civil war, probably during the 
years 1862-63. The plants from these seeds 
are now large trees and have fruited for 
fifteen or more years. Between ten and fif- 
teen years ago a number of seedlings wer 
p! lanted at Phenix. A few of these mais 
lings are now producing fruit 
quality. 

The earlier dates produced in Californ 
were grown at the missions along the coast 
at San Diego and northward, a_ region 
where the date-palm grows to the size of 
large trees and frequently 
where the fruit does not perfectly 
on aceount of the humidity of the atmos 
phere and lack of intense summer heat. In 
a few places in California dates planted 
bv the Mission Fathers are still standing, 
while others have gone to decay within the 
last few years.
